Study of Thighbones .
of Men and Beasts

Dr. J. B. Foots, professor of histology
and pathology at the John A Crelghton
Medionl college, left Monday evening for
Washington, where he will spend the
next three months with Dr. Herlischer,
head of the department of anthropology,
ot the Bmithsontan Institute. During tha
summer monthy the two solentlsta will
maks an exhaustive miscroscoplc study
of the femura or thighbones of all known,
races of men.

Crons sections of the thighbones of the
different races will bo compared, the
Greek with the anclent Roman, the an-
olant’ with the.modern,*the Egyptian with
the Hindoo and with the presont native
of Africe. Femurs of all avallable ani-
maly will also be studied, and thair re-
Istionship to those of man neted

Dr. Foote and Dr. Herllscher havs
studied the same subject togethor be-
fore. Much time la requited for the
work, as Dr. Foote grinds all his eross
sections to a transparent thinnesy by
hand,

Dr. Foote within the last few Yyears
has taken up the special study of the
microscoplo  appearsnce of banes. Ha
has dispelled meny of the false ideas
held concerning bone formation. He has
proven false many facts gonerally ae-
cepted from the early students of bone
strueture,

Dr., Foots was recently made a Fellow
in the American Assoclution for the Ad-
vancement of Solance. He und Rev. Wil-
Ham ¥, Rigge, 5. 1., astronomer at
Orelghton university, are the only Omaha
man holding fellowships In the assocla-
tlon.
